One  of  thfe  most  gracious  aspects  of  the  GSCW  Campus 
life  is  the  beautiful  blended  voices  of  girls  ’  giving  ihanks  in 
song  for  iheir  daily  substance, 

Apparently:  to  many  students  the  giving  of  grace  at  meals 
has  no  significance.  Of  the  five  hundred  "Jessies"  who  eat 
three  meals  daily  in  the  dining  hall  only  approximately  300 
girls  arrive  in  time  for  grace  while  the  remaining  200  loiter  in 
late. 


The  purpose  of  the  five-minute  warning  bell  is  to  tell  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  begin  their  advance  toward  .the  dining  hall  prior  to  the 
blowing  of  the  whistle,  yet  a  great  many  students  take  no  heed 
of  the  bell.

Laramie,  Wyo.  <I.P.)  There 
will  be  no  future  big  name  bands 
on  the  campus  of  the  University 
of  Wyoming,  unless  the  Associat¬ 
ed  Students  can  get  some  other 
campus  organization  to  underwrite 
at  least  half  the  cost.

“The.  students  *on  this  campus 
are  not  taking  advantage  of  all  the 
cultural  aspects  offered  them-  here 
at  the  University,”  Brown  contin¬ 
ued,  “and,  they  don’t- know  what 
they're  missing.”  ,  The  Brubeck 
concert,  jazz  with  a  longhair  view, 
was  to  be  a  signpost  to  decide 
whether  future  eyents  of  the  type 
would  be  held. 

“We  don’t  expect  to  make  mon¬ 
ey  on  events  of  this  type,”  Brown 
added,  “but  we  do  expect  to  come 
out  somewhere  near  even.  We 
thought  Brubeck  would  appeal  to 
a  large  cross-section  of  students  on 
the  campus,  since  so  many  had 
asked  for  a  jazz  concert,”  said 
Brown.  He.  urged  the  students  to 
take  advantage  of  the  several  stu¬ 
dent  functions  offered  on  the  cam¬ 
pus,  including  the  music  divisions' 
weekly  student*  recitals,  the  Wed¬ 
nesday  Hour  with  Literature,  and 
the  Friday  ASUW  motion  pictures.

University  and  six  other  Ameri¬ 
can  universities  will  join  in  a  pro¬ 
gram  to  discover  the  best  research 
brains  in  the  country’s  high 
schools.  The  Union  Carbide  and 
Carbon  Corporation  has  chosen 
Duke  and  six  other  universities 
“of  traditionally  high  standing”  to 
participate  in  the  plan,  under  the 
Corporation's  sponsorship,  A.  V, 
Wilker,  trustee  of  |the  Union  Car¬ 
bide  Foundation  Fund  and  former 
vice-president,  announced  recent¬ 
ly. 


Dr.  Wilbur  Duncan  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Georgia  was  guest 
speaker  at  the  chemistry  seminar 
on  Wednesday,  March  2.  He  con¬ 
cluded  the  study  on  “The  Poison¬ 
ous  Plants  of  Georgia.”  He  showed 
slides  and  left  specimen  of  these 
plants  on  exhibit  in  the  library  or 
study  room  of  the  new  science 
building.  Among  the  plants  dis¬ 
cussed  were  the  following:  poison 
ivy,  poison  oak  and  oleander.

“Research  scholarships,”  desig¬
